Crain appeared at 
Halifax provincial court 
Thursday and was remand¬ 
ed to the Burnside jail 
pending a show cause hear¬ 
ing for Friday. 

Aside from the impaired 
driving charges, Crain is al¬ 
so scheduled to go to trial 
in March for assault, utter¬ 
ing a death threat and 
weapons-related offences.

‘She’s in the closet. She’s not alive’ 

Accused directed police to Jennifer Horne's body, said he first found her in car

The man accused of killing 
Jennifer Horne told police 
he woke up the day after 
the two had gone out for 
drinks to find her lifeless 
body bound in duct tape 
and in the trunk of his car. 

In a tearful videotaped 
statement with Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police on Dec. 31, 
2007, Desmond Maguire 
said officers would find 
Horne’s body in the closet 
of his apartment in Dart¬ 
mouth. 

“I don’t remember too 
much of that night. She’s 
in the closet. She’s not 
alive,” he said in the video 
shown to a Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court juiy Thurs¬ 
day. 

“I didn’t mean to do it.” 

Maguire, 39, is on trial 
for first-degree murder in 
the death of Horne, a 20- 
year-old co-worker he had 
been dating. 

He told police the two 
had gone for a drink at the 
Thirsty Duck pub on Dec. 
29, after Horne got off 
work from the retirement 


home where they were 
both employed. 

He said they left the bar 
after about an hour and 
that he had too much to 


drink, making his recollec¬ 
tion of what happened af¬ 
ter that difficult. 

Crying and with his 
head in his hands, 


Maguire said when he 
went out to get something 
from his car the next day, 
he found Horne’s body in 
the trunk. 


Asked repeatedly by 
Const. Tony Blencowe how 
Horne got there and how 
she died, Maguire wept 
and said he didn’t know. 

“I really, really don’t re¬ 
member,” he said, as sev¬ 
eral of Horne’s family 
members wiped away 
tears as they watched the 
lengthy video statement. 

In a voluntary interview 
Maguire did with police 
earlier that day, he insist¬ 
ed he didn’t know where 
Horne was. 

Earlier Thursday, Nova 
Scotia’s chief medical ex¬ 
aminer said he believes 
Horne suffocated to death 
after her head was 
wrapped in a “mask of 
duct tape.” 

Dr. Matthew Bowes said 
there were multiple 
“sharp-force injuries” to 
Horne’s body, but none ap¬ 
peared to be life-threaten¬ 
ing, suggesting the young 
woman died quickly when 
her airway was sealed 
with tape. 
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Suspect in cross burning back in custody 


surrender One of the two 
people charged in the al¬ 
leged cross burning at the 
home of an interracial cou¬ 
ple turned himself into po¬ 
lice on Thursday morning. 

An arrest warrant was is¬ 
sued for Nathan Rehberg 
on Wednesday after Re¬ 
hberg’s grandparents — 
Darrell and Marianne 
Boutilier — told Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court in 
Windsor they wanted their 


bail responsibilities re¬ 
voked. There was no rea¬ 
son given. 

Rehberg’s case was be¬ 
fore the courts to set a date 
for trial. He didn’t show, 
but his lawyer appeared on 
his behalf, with the trial to 
begin on Nov. 8. 

An arrest warrant was is¬ 
sued by the judge, with Re¬ 
hberg turning himself in 
to the Windsor RCMP de¬ 
tachment. He is now be¬ 


hind bars until his next 
court appearance, which 
could come Friday. 

On March 2, Rehberg 
and his younger brother 
Justin, who is also charged 
in the Feb. 21 incident, 
were each granted bail and 
ordered to stay with their 
grandparents in Hants 
County. 

The brothers are each

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Hyde fondly 
remembered 
at inquiry's end 

closing After amassing 
11,000 pages of testimony 
from 84 witnesses, an in¬ 
quiry into the jail-cell 
death of a mentally ill No¬ 
va Scotia man wrapped up 
Thursday with the judge 
recalling there was more 
to Howard Hyde than his 
battle with schizophrenia. 

Judge Anne Derrick, 
who has led the fatality in¬ 
quiry since last July, quot¬ 
ed from testimony offered 
by Karen Ellet, Hyde’s 
common-law wife. 

The judge said Ellet pro¬ 
vided a “vibrant portrayal” 
of a lively, sociable man 
who loved music, sports, 
movies and walks on the 
beach — when he was on 
his medication. 

“He was a joy to be 
around, veiy likable,” Der¬ 
rick said as she relayed El- 
let’s words. “An incredible 
man.” 

Early on Nov. 21, 2007, 
Hyde was arrested by Hali¬ 
fax police after Ellet called 
a crisis hotline to say her 
partner had assaulted her. 

The 45-year-old from 
Dartmouth was taken to 
the Halifax police station, 
where he was Tasered up 
to five times when he 
tried to flee the building. 

Ultimately, Hyde died in 
jail the next morning after 
a scuffle with guards. 

A medical examiner con¬ 
cluded the cause of death 
was excited delirium with 
three contributing factors: 
The restraint technique 
used by guards and Hyde's 
obesity and heart disease. 

Derrick is expected to 
submit her report to the 
provincial government be¬ 
fore the end of the year.

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party has pulled the 
trigger on a boycott of all 
government committees 
in protest of what one 
member is calling a “par¬ 
liamentary dictatorship.” 

Toiy MLA Cecil Clarke 
walked out of a Public Ac¬ 
counts Committee meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday after 
the NDP majority voted to 
strike an appearance by 


Nova Scotia Gaming Corp 
oration executives from 
next week’s agenda. 

Clarke had choice words 
on Thursday, saying the 
government “has some¬ 
thing to hide” and “the 
NDP don’t give a damn 
about openness and ac¬ 
countability.” 

Clarke said it’s basically 
pointless for opposition 
members to show up to 
committees since the pre¬ 
mier’s office is going to 
manipulate the schedule 
to suit its agenda.

cott began on Thursday 
when no Tories ap¬ 
peared at a Veter¬ 
an’s Affairs meeting.

He 
said scheduling has 
been handled the Cecil 
same way as when Clarke 
the Tories had a ma¬ 
jority. 

Clarke lashed out at that

ride Hopefully, they’ll at 
least be wearing helmets. 

For the third consecutive 
year, about 30 cyclists are 
planning to take to the 
streets of Halifax on Satur¬ 
day in a ride that hopes to 
fight for an energy source 
that’s more nude than 
crude. 

It’s part of a greater 
World Naked Bike Ride 
movement that began in 
Vancouver in 2004, and 
will feature six rides across 
Canada and hundreds 
across the northern hemi¬ 
sphere, all set to take place 
Saturday. 

It brings people together 
who want to paint or ex¬ 
pose their bodies to 
squeeze the handlebars — 
and whatever else — on 
lack of cycling infrastruc¬ 
ture, oil dependency and 
air pollution. 

“It was really liberating, 
I found, to get out there 
and to sort of dispel, very 
quickly, any apprehen¬ 
sions I had. They kind of 
washed away pretty re¬ 
markably quick,” said Tom 
MacDonald, who took part 
a year ago and is now or¬ 
ganizing the Halifax ride 
after it appeared no one 
would. 

Though events like Criti¬ 
cal Mass — a monthly and 
largely spontaneous mass 


bike ride through the city 
— and the recent HRM 
Bike Week raise similar 
awareness, the 24-year-old 
MacDonald believes this 
ride can accomplish the 
same thing in a “silly and 
fun way.” 

An exact route hasn’t 
been finalized, but the ride 
will begin at The Bus Stop 
Theatre on Gottingen 
Street at 2 p.m., following 
a body painting party that 


begins at noon. 

“I think a lot of people, 
when they do Critical 
Mass, would tell you that 
the passersby are really 
confused as to what’s go¬ 
ing on, whereas I think, 
conversely, a naked bike 
ride speaks for itself,” he 
said. 

MacDonald said while 
he’s seen improvement 
over the three years the 
ride has gone on, he hopes 


Halifax can continue in¬ 
vesting in bicycle infra¬ 
structure by improving 
downtown bike parking 
and creating a bike lane 
that connects the Bedford 
Basin to the city’s south 
end.

Rebates to get 'serious 
look* as economic tool 

Strategy's usefulness may be ‘worn out': Minister

Eyebrows were raised this 
week when Convergys 
announced it was closing 
its call centre in Truro just 
as a six-year annual rebate 
worth as much as $ 6.5 mil¬ 
lion expires. 

Economic Development 
Minister Percy Paris said on 
Thursday he is talcing a 
“very serious look at re¬ 
bates” to see if they’re 
worth it. The study is part 
of an economic develop¬ 
ment strategy being read¬ 
ied for release in the fall. 


Paris said there existed a 
popular perception that re¬ 
bates were necessaiy to 
keep the province competi¬ 
tive. But he downplayed 
them as only one possible 
option, and perhaps one 
whose time is up. 

“I think rebates may be a 
tool in the toolbox, but I also 
think tools sometimes get 
old, get worn out and that’s 
why it’s important for us to 
do evaluations,” he said. 

Convergys denied the re¬ 
bate expiry is the reason 
for the Truro closure, say¬ 
ing simply there was less 
business. The rebate ex¬ 
pires at the end of this 


month. The plant will 
close in September. 

The tax rebates have 
been frequently handed 
out over the last several 
years as businesses set up 
shop. The recipients have 
ranged from weapons man¬ 
ufacturer Lockheed Martin 
($1.8 million) to video game 
developer Longtail Studios 
($1 million). 

The last payroll rebate to 
be handed out to a call cen¬ 
tre happened last Decem¬ 
ber. Blue Ocean Contact 
Centres in Halifax got $1.95 
million through Nova Sco¬ 
tia Business Inc. to help 
them hire 350 new people.

Bail hearings 
get new ‘gag' 

Top judges uphold accused's 
right to a publication ban 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has upheld a 
defendant's right to an 
automatic publication ban 
on evidence at their bail 
hearing. 

The high court dis¬ 
missed appeals Thursday 
brought by several news 
organizations that argued 
judges should have the fi¬ 
nal say on pretrial publica¬ 
tion bans. 

The 8-1 ruling upholds a 
Criminal Code provision 
that makes a publication 
ban at a bail hearing 
mandatory if an accused 
person requests one. 

The ruling is the latest in 
a series of cases Canada’s 
top court has considered 
on the practice of journal¬ 
ism. 

Observers say it’s a set¬ 
back for media organiza¬ 
tions that were tiying to 
loosen the restrictions on 
pretrial reporting in the 
age of the 24-7 news cycle.

U.S. District Judge Alvin 
Hellerstein gave his enthu¬ 
siastic endorsement to the 
proposed package just 
three months after sternly 
rejecting an earlier plan 
that would have put less 
money into the hands of 
workers who got sick after 
breathing the toxic ash. 

He said months of non¬ 
stop negotiations had pro¬ 
duced a pact capable of

“I would like to think

The 20-year-old centre ap¬ 
pears to have the inside

Mission accomplished 

Hawks reach goal set back in training camp

From the first day of train¬ 
ing camp nine months 
ago, the Chicago 
Blackhawks felt the 
expectations. They were 
everywhere, generated 
by championship-hungry 
fans and by the players 
themselves. 

“We want to win the 
Stanley Cup. I think that’s 
what a lot of the guys are 
thinking,” Patrick Kane 
said after that first practice 
on a steamy September 
day. 

The Blackhawks, led by 
the 21-year-old Kane and 
their 22-year-old captain 
Jonathan Toews, made it 
happen. 

Now they will parade 
with their teammates Fri¬ 
day through a city that is 
giddy because the Black¬ 
hawks have seized the Cup 
for the first time since 
1961. 

When Kane was taken 
with the first pick in the 
draft three years ago, it 
started the Blackhawks on 
their way to a remarkable 
rebirth. A year earlier they 
had chosen Toews in the 
first round and now they 
have become the faces of 
the franchise both on and 
off the ice. 

At such a young age, 
they have won the Cup and 
done so in a short amount 
of time, accomplishing 
what some never do 
throughout their careers. 

United Center, which 


four years ago was half- 
empty, now rocks and the 
Blackhawks are one of the 
hottest tickets in town, a 
re-emergence that can be 
attributed to the efforts of 
owner Rocky Wirtz and his 
president John McDo¬ 
nough, who was hired 
away from the Chicago 
Cubs. 

Kane finally ended the 
championship drought — 
the longest active one in 
the NHL — with a game¬ 
winning goal in overtime 
against the Flyers. 

What an end to a whirl¬ 
wind year for both Kane 
and Toews, who signed lu¬ 
crative contract extensions 


with the Blackhawks in De¬ 
cember — five-year deals 
worth $31.5 million US 
each. 

Kane had a difficult sum¬ 
mer. In his hometown of 
Buffalo, he and his cousin 
were arrested following an 
altercation with a cab driv¬ 
er. 

“It didn’t start off very 
good back in August. But I 
think sometimes you go 
through those kind of 
things as a young kid,” 
Kane said. 

“You can really learn 
from them and try to bet¬ 
ter yourself as a person 
and as an athlete, too.”

Choosing a 
side? It’s all 
in the name

There are 32 countries 
competing in the World 
Cup, but there are more 
than 250 countries in the 
world. That means 
millions of people will 
have to figure out another 
way to choose their team. 

For many Canadians, it’s 
easy to adopt another na¬ 
tion for the next 30 days be¬ 
cause of our diverse her¬ 
itage. Some may have par¬ 
ents that came from Eng¬ 
land, or immigrated from 
Nigeria, while others will 
root for Argentina because 
of the brilliant Lionel Messi. 
For those of us still undecid¬ 
ed, why not look to the 
team’s nicknames for inspi¬ 
ration? 

The nicknames for all the 
World Cup participants can 
be split into four groups: 
Colours; animals; histori¬ 
cal/national roots; and bor¬ 
ing. The latter category will 
be ignored for obvious rea¬ 
sons. 

Colours 

Most of the colour-based 
nicknames are pretty lame, 
but a few stand out. The top 
of the crop in this category 
are Mexico (El Tri — the 
three-coloured), Nether¬ 
lands (Oranje) and Italy (Az- 
zurri — azure blue). The 
worst, for politically correct 
reasons, has to be New 
Zealand (All Whites). 


Historical/National Roots: 

There’s a real mixed bag 
here. Japan (Samurai Blue) 
and South Korea (Taegulc 
Warriors) represent Asia 
well. The U.S., which goes 
by either The Yanks or The 
Stars and Stripes, disap¬ 
points with a lack of creativ¬ 
ity. Denmark (Olsen’s 
Eleven) and Honduras (Los 
Catrachos) are worthy of 
further investigation. 

Animals: 

This is where the good 
stuff is and the host conti¬ 
nent Africa really shines. 
Algeria (Desert Foxes), Cote 
d’Ivoire (Elephants), Nigeria 
(Super Eagles) are all solid 
contenders, but Cameroon 
(Indomitable Lions) stands 
out. A match between it 
and England (The Three Li¬ 
ons) would be fun. The oth¬ 
er interesting teams in this 
category are Australia (Soc¬ 
ceroos) and Serbia (White 
Eagles). 

I’m going to go with 
Spain (La Furia Roja — The 
Red Fury), which just rolls 
off the tongue. Plus my last 
name is Spanish — even if 
I’m only Me Spanish myself 
— and it never hurts to 
back a contender. 

In case you are wonder¬ 
ing, Canada’s most used 
nickname is Les Rouges 
(The Reds). 

Perhaps if we came up 
with a better nickname we 
could inspire our troops to 
qualify for the next World 
Cup.

To anyone alive in the 
1980s, the Karate Kid leg¬ 
end is a familiar one. In 
this reboot, Jaden Smith 
(son of Will and Jada) 
stars in the role Ralph 
Macchio made a Reagan 
era icon. 

The story’s been fresh¬ 
ened by a move to Beijing 
but the filmmakers wisely 
kept the underdog com- 
ing-of-age tale front and 
centre. 

Smith plays Dre, a cocky 
12-year-old recession vic¬ 
tim. “There’s nothing left 
for us in Detroit,” says his 
mother (Taraji P. Henson) 
as they pack up and move 
so she can take a job at a 
Beijing car factory. There 
Dre is an outsider, experi¬ 


encing clashes, both cul¬ 
tural and personal. 

Falling for a pretty class¬ 
mate (Wenwen Han) he 
runs afoul of schoolyard 
bully Cheng (Zhenwei 
Wang) who opens up a 40- 
ounce can of Bruce Lee on 
the newcomer. Alone and 
bruised Dre befriends main¬ 
tenance man and lcung fu 
master Mr. Han (Jackie 
Chan) who becomes the Yo- 
da to Dre’s Jedi. Han edu¬ 
cates his pupil on the disci¬ 
pline of lcung fu — there’s 
no actual karate in the 
movie! —while Dre teaches 
his master a thing or two 
about real courage. 

Smith is the film’s cen¬ 


terpiece. He’s clearly still a 
novice, but has inherited 
the best bits of his mother 
and father’s collective gene 
pools (he got his mother’s 
ears! Yay!) and has charis¬ 
ma to burn. He’s not going 
to win an Academy Award 
for this one, but he capably 
carries a great deal of the 
movie on his 12-year-old 
back. He’s ably assisted by 
co-star Jackie Chan, who af¬ 
ter the recent, and truly aw¬ 
ful, The Spy Next Door 
brings warmth and person¬ 
ality to Mr. Han.

Still most recognizable 
for his work as postal work¬ 
er and barfly Cliff Clavin on 
Cheers, Ratzenberger has 
kept busy beyond his Pixar 


work since the sitcom end¬ 
ed in 1993. A lot of that 
work, it turns out, has been 
for various charities and 
foundations. 

“I’m not much for sitting 
around watching sports on 
the weekend, watching TV,” 
he explains. “But if I see 
something that needs fix¬ 
ing, I like to see what I can 
do to help out. It goes back 
to, you know, if someone’s 
bam burned down, the 


neighbours got together 
and helped rebuild it. I’m 
just one of those neigh¬ 
bours who shows up with 
the hammers and nails.” 

Over the past few years, 
Ratzenberger has become 
just as well known for his 
political outspokenness, 
even going so far as to sug¬ 
gest he’d mn for Senate in 
his home state of Connecti¬ 
cut in 2012. While he 
claims those plans are cur¬ 


rently on hold — “There’s 
too much on my plate,” he 
says — that doesn’t mean 
he doesn’t have a thing or 
two to say about the state of 
government. 

“Whether it’s Republican 
or Democrat, we’re run¬ 
ning out of people with 
common sense because 
everybody was told they 
needed to go to college and 
nobody ever got a real job,” 
he says.

As catchphrases go, “I love 
it when a plan comes 
together” is a particular 
1980s standout.

While 
Hannibal (Liam Neeson, 
stepping into George Pep- 
pard’s humidor) talks in¬ 
cessantly about plans and 
the importance of having 
them and executing them, 
he never actually utters 
the famous line. 

And it’s not like he 
doesn’t have the opportu¬ 
nity, as this action movie 
has an overabundance of 
talk. It’s too much plan, 
and not enough coming 
together. Or as Mr. T 
would say, “Quit your jib¬ 
ber jabber!” 


Along with Neeson’s 
Hannibal, the A-Team gets 
a decent upgrade with its 
casting. The 21st century 
versions of Face (Bradley 
Cooper), Murdoch (Sharlto 
Copley) and B.A. Baracus 
(Quinton “Rampage” Jack- 
son) work well, with Jack- 
son the weakest link — 
and somehow not very 
threatening, considering 
his Ultimate Fighting 
Championship back¬ 


ground. Copley, though, is 
a standout, diving into the 
craziness of Murdoch with 
vigour. 

As is fitting with a big, 
loud summer movie, the 
action sequences are spec¬ 
tacular, including a truck 
heist on the streets of 
Baghdad and a massive 
stunt involving a tank, a 
parachute and the fast-ap¬ 
proaching ground. 

These set-pieces are 


where the film really 
comes alive. It’s just that 
there’s too much talking 
between them. 

And a lot of that talk is 
recapping plot points or 
flashing back to earlier 
scenes, a sign the filmmak¬ 
ers don’t trust their audi¬ 
ence to keep up.

Music festivals spread 
the experience online 


It’s often joked that more 
people like to claim that 
they were at Woodstock in 
1969 than were actually 
there. 

For today’s music mega¬ 
festivals, such boasting is 
entirely plausible. 

The Bonnaroo Music & 
Arts Festival, which begins 
its ninth annual instalment 
Thursday evening in Man¬ 
chester, Tenn., has — like 
many festivals — gradually 
let more of its experience 
seep out on the Web. 

This year’s festival, more 
than any earlier, need not 
require a cross-country road 
trip or four days of camping 
in the mud. Much of the 
music at Bonnaroo will fil¬ 
ter out through live stream¬ 
ing on YouTube, audio web¬ 
casting on NPR and televi¬ 
sion coverage on Fuse. 

A Web-minded vibe was 
set right from the start: 
This year’s Bonnaroo lineup 
was announced through 


the individual websites, My- 
Space pages, Twitter feeds 
and Faceboolc pages of the 
performing acts. It took 
frantic Googling to uncover 
that the headliners would 
be Jay-Z, the Dave Matthews 
Band and Kings of Leon. 

Nearly 100 acts, includ¬ 
ing Conan O’Brien’s travel¬ 
ling comedy show, will be 
spread out over a multitude 
of stages and tents on the 
Tennessee farm. More than 
70,000 fans are expected to 
attend the festival, which 
runs through Sunday. 

But perhaps as many, or 
more, will watch Jay-Z, the 
National, Norah Jones and 
many others at 
YouTube.com/bonnaroo. 

Thousands more might 
listen to the Dave Matthews 
Band, the Flaming Lips and 
others at NPR.org/music. 
And still more may catch 
up watching live From Bon¬ 
naroo 2010 on Fuse. 

“We are exploring all 


sorts of opportunities to 
reach out to fans not simply 
during the weekend of the 
festival, but all year long to 
communicate what the 
Bonnaroo experience is all 
about,” says Ashley Capps, 
co-founder of Bonnaroo and 
president of AC Entertain¬ 
ment. 

But the specialness of the 
in-person experience is the 
most important characteris¬ 
tic of Bonnaroo. It can be 
delicate balancing how 
much to open up festival 
gates to the Web, and how 
much to keep offline. 

“How to do it is certainly 
an ongoing discussion,” 
she says. “Not compromis¬ 
ing the Bonnaroo experi¬ 
ence ... is very important. 
But it’s exciting to discuss 
and, certainly for people 
who have not yet gotten to 
attend the festival itself, to 
get a taste of what Bonna¬ 
roo is like.”

468.0787 

salescareers@sandler.com 


Bad sales signal end of CDs 



metronews.ca/soundcheck 


ere’s a prediction: 

_ Years from now, 

historians will 
point to the late 
spring of 2010 as the time 
when physical sales of mu¬ 
sic entered the terminal 
stage of its illness. Here’s 
why. 

Album sales collapsed 
catastrophically in May. For 
the week ending May 30, 
only 4,984,000 albums 
were sold in all of America. 
That’s new releases AND 
catalogue titles sold by 
everyone from Wal-Mart on 
down. It’s estimated that 
sales haven’t sucked this 
much since sometime in 
the 1970s. Compare that to 
the good oF days of Decem¬ 
ber 2000 when 45.4 million 


albums moved out of stores 
in a single week. 

It’s been a perfect storm, 
really. A lack of major re¬ 
leases combined with in¬ 
creasing interest in a la 
carte digital sales (i.e. a 
preference to buy individ¬ 
ual songs rather than full 
albums) has created a nega¬ 
tive vector. Add in the ever¬ 
present boogieman of ille¬ 
gal downloading and we 
have fewer and fewer peo¬ 
ple buying music on CD. 
Even the reborn vinyl craze 
can’t help. 

And although we may 
see seasonal spikes in phys¬ 
ical album sales for a few 
years, there are other 
things conspiring to kill off 
the CD. 

Improved streaming 
services to mobile devices: 

With the introduction of 
multi-tasking in version 
4.0 of the iPhone/iPad soft¬ 
ware this week, it’ll soon 
be possible to listen to 
services like Pandora (well, 
for Americans, anyway) or 
radio tuner apps (at least 


we can do that) in the 
background while doing 
something else. 

Online services that al¬ 
low you to store music on 
your device: Spotify, Slack¬ 
er and the new Rdio 
(brought to you by the 
same people who gave us 
Skype and Kazaa) now al¬ 
low subscribers to cache 
music. 

Music consumption 
habits of young people: 

There’s an entire genera¬ 
tion that has built their 
media lives around com¬ 
puters, MP3 players and 
smart phones. Technology 
makes it possible for them 
to access virtually any song 
anytime they want it from 
wherever they are. 

New media centres in 
automobiles: If you want 
to see the future of your 
dashboard, look at the A/V 
options being offered in 
the 2011 Audi A8.

But they were still men. 
They weren’t some kind of 
metrosexual being pushed 
around, and I think that 
women like that about 
what vampires represent. 
SKARSGARD: I know after 
reading the books (by 
Charlaine Harris, on 
which the series is based) 
that people really like the 
character. But shooting it, 

I can’t think about that. I 
don’t read blogs about 
who he is or what people 
think I should do, because 
that would kind of make 
me very insecure. I cre¬ 
ated the character and 
he’s a part of me, so obvi¬ 
ously I hope that people 
like him.

He knows that 
he’s stronger than all the 
other vampires; he’s not 
even challenged by them. 
He’s not trying to prove 
himself ’cause he doesn’t 
have to; he’s very 
grounded in that sense. 
Eric knows what he wants 
and he knows how to get 
it and there’s no two ways 
about it. You don’t mess 
with a guy like that. 

His sexiest scene 
MOYER: We have some 
weird crazy mud sex, and 


there’s some very odd, 
weird biting and some 
odd blood sucking and 
blood swapping, but ulti¬ 
mately it’s a love story. 
SKARSGARD: Fans of the 
books are going to want 
to see the Eric-Sookie dy¬ 
namic take off. What I 
think makes (the story) re¬ 
ally interesting is when 
it’s kind of forbidden love, 
and when there’s conflict.

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Seafood-stuffed 

Flounder 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 leg fresh or frozen and 
thawed skinless flounder, 
sole, or other fish fillets 
500 g fresh sea scallops or 
peeled, deveined, fresh 
large shrimp 

1 package frozen chopped 
spinach 

1 medium onion, chopped 

1 cup low-sodium herb 

stuffing mix 

1/2 cup light sour cream 

1/4 cup grated Parmesan 

cheese 

1 large egg, lightly beatens 
Paprika 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse fish and pat dry. 

In large pot, bring 4 cups 
water to boil; add scallops 
and cook 1 to 3 minutes or 
just until scallops turn 
opaque. Drain scallops; 
cut into quarters. Cook 
spinach and onion accord¬ 
ing to directions on 
spinach package; drain 
well, pressing out excess 
liquid with paper towels. 
In medium-size bowl, us¬ 
ing heavy spoon, slightly 
crush stuffing mix. Stir in 
spinach-onion mixture, 


stuffing mix, sour cream, 
Parmesan cheese and egg. 
Mix well. Carefully stir in 
scallops. 

2. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). Measure length of 
fillets. Cut long fillets or 
overlap thinner ends of 2 
short fillets to make 
pieces 18 to 20 cm in 
length. Spread about 1/2 
cup of scallop mixture 
evenly on top of each fish 
piece. Roll fish pieces up, 
starting from narrow 
ends. Secure each roll 
with toothpicks. Place 
rolls, seam side down, in 
lightly greased 33 cm x 23 
cm x 5 cm baking dish. 

3. Bake 20 to 25 minutes 
or until fish flakes when 
tested with fork. To serve, 
carefully remove 
toothpicks and sprinkle 
fish rolls with paprika.
